I N  confequence of ;l p r r i a i  reprerentakn of tire 
condw3 of the who were employed to n u d e  
she Gck, in the  late calamitous itate of the city of 
Philadelphia, we are folirited, by a number of thofe. 
who feel.themCelves injured thereby, and by the ad- 
vice of Feveral reCpa&ablecitizens, to itep forwartl and 
rleclilrefab as rhey really were ; I'eeing that from our  

Gtuation, on accannt of the charge y e  took upon. us, 
we had it more fully and generally in our power, to  
know antlobferve theconduitandbehavior o f thaL  tha t  
were fo employed. 

Eorly kt September, a. Colicitation appeared in tile 
public papers, to the people Df colour to  come forward 
and afliit the diitrelTcd, perill~iilg, and negle&ed fick ; 
with a kind of afilrance, t h a ~  people of our c o l o ~ ~ r  
were not liable to rake the inieftion. Upon which me 
2nd a few others met atld coi~l t~l te~l  haw to 2 6  on to  
truly alaroing and n,elaa.clioly an  occafion. After 
b n l e  convrrlition, rve found a freedom to go forth, 
confirling in him who can preferve in the midit of a 
burning fiery furnace, fenlible that i t  was our duty to  
alo all the good we conlcl to nur fufieering fellow "lor. 
tals. W c  let out to rce where we could hc ukful. 
The  firit we viGted was a m a n  in Ernlley's alley, wllo 
wasdping, and his wife liny dead a t  the time in tilo 
houfe, there mere none to nflifi but t\vo poor lielplel's 
children. We :idminiCtcrcd what relief we coulrl, 2nd 
applied tn the overl'eers of the poor to  have the wolnall 
buried. W e  vifited ~ ~ p w n r d s  of t%venty families tl>;;c

day-they were fienes of woe indeed l The L&d 
Was pleated to Rrengthen us, and remove all fear from 
Us, and difpored our heafcs robe as afefd aspbflible. 

I n  order the better to regitlate bur candue, we cal- 
led on the mayor next day, to confult with him how to 
proceed, io as to  be molt ufefd. The hit objefi he 
recommended was a ItriEt atrention to the Gek, and the' 
procuring of nurfes. This was attended to byAbfa. 
lorn Jones and William Gray;  and, in order that rhe 
diftrelred might know where to apply, the mayor ad- 

-vertifed the public thar upon application to  them they 
would be fupplied. Soon after, the n~ortality increal- 
ing, the difficulty of getting acorpfe taken away, was 
fuch, thnr few were  willing to do it, when offered 
greatrewards. T h e  black people were looked to. Wa 
then offered our Cervices in the public papers, by ad- 
vertifing rhat we would remavo the dead and procure 
nurfes. . .Our.fervices we1.e the produeion of real lea- 
fibility ;-we fought not fee nor reward, until the in- 
creaCe af the diibrder rendered .our labour (b aaluous 
that we were not adequate to the fervice we had nffum-. . 
ed. T h e  martaliry increaiing rapidly, obl~ged us rn 
call in the a f i h n c e  of five* hired men, in the arxf~il 
difcharge of interring the dead. They, with great 
teiufiancc, were  reva ailed upon to join us. I t  w a s  
very uncommon, a t  this tirne, to  find any one t h a  
would go near, much nrore, handle, a fick or dead 
perfon. 

Mr. Carey, in page 106 of his third edition, has 
obferved, that, ' I  for the i ~ u ~ ~ o r  of human nature, it 
ought tobe recorde~l, that lbrne of the convias in the 
gaol, a p a r t o f  the term of whore continen~mt had 
been reiuitryd as a reward for their peaceable, orderly 
behavior, voiuntarily olfered themf'elves as nurses to 
,attend.she fiek a t  Rulli-hill; nnd have, in that capaci- 
ty, conducked thernl'elves with great fidelity, kc. Here

F ike r  manifeltell his humanity,.by an gffeaionn~e a t -  
tention for their relief.-This has been no Small ratis- 
faction tu us.; for, \ye think, that when a phylicia~): 
was not attainable, we have been the initrriments, in  
the hand of God, for raving the lives of ronle: hur~dredr 
of our (bffering fellow mortals.

Perhnpi i t  may h e  acceptable to  the reader taknow 
how we found the lick affdled by the GckneSs; our 
opportunities of hearing and reeing them have been 
very great. They  were taken with a chill, a head. 
ach, a iick Romach, with pains in their limbs and Lack, 
this was the way the lickneis in general began, but 
all were not affetted alike, Some appeared burllightly 
affeRetl with fame of rhefeSympto~ns,.what cqnfirnled 
us iu tile opinion of a perfon being h i t t e n  was theco- 
lour of their eyes. I n  Ibme it raged lnarefurioufly 
than in othcrs-Some have lanrmilhed for reven and 
tril d ~ y s ,  anJ rppearcd to rethFtter the day, or fame 
i~ours  brforc tiley dled, wvttlle ~ r h e r ;  \rere cut off  i ~ r  
one, two, or  three days, but  their complaints were G- 
m~ la r .  Some loll their r ea lm  aud ra ed with all the 
fury madneis could produce, and dle5 in Rrong con- 
,ulfions. Others retamed their reason to  the lak, 
and reerned rather to fall afleeg than die. We could 
not help yemarking that the former were of Rrong 
palfiorrs, and the latter of a mtld temper. Nurnbera 
rlierl in a kind of deiehion. thev concluded thev mult 
go, (ib the ph rak  Eor dyit'lg w;s) and thercfok in o ' 
k ~ n d  of tixed determined itale uf mind wenr olf.
